Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
indicated to applicant that claim 13 is allowable as written but the language of claim 1 was not sufficient to overcome 
the previous rejections. Examiner suggested including the language of claim 13 which recites "so as to be concave 
with respect to the inside of the metering chamber" into claim 1 to further define claim 1 over the prior art. Applicant 
agreed to amend claim 1 as suggested via examiner's amendment. Further, examiner notified applicant that claims 2, 
3, 16, 17, and 18 have 112, 2nd paragraph issues which need to be resolved. Applicant corresponded via facsimile 
some proposed changes to overcome the 112 issues which were approved by the examiner and included in the 
examiner's amendment. Part of these changes is the cancellation of claims 3, 17 and 18.
